Mr. A, Welsh, Chairman of the Committes on
Signals and Balety Rezulations, made 8 repori,
in which he recommended the use of safety sig-
nale on all the railroads, He stated that it was
the practice now to use danger signals which
were very unsafe, Whon the danger sgignal did
mot appear, the engineer would iake it for
granted that everything was all right. He re-
commended that there should be no danger sig-
mals used, but that, in case Lhe safety signal was
mot seen, the engineer could take it for granted
that there was danger, and would, therclore, be
compelled to stop. He thought 1t was much
better to spend money in caution than to pay
damages for nceidents,

General D. €, MeCullum, Chairman of the
Committee for Preserving Timber, reporied tuat
be had examined several plans for the preservi-
tion of timber, und would recommend that o
committes be appoinled to wilness the experi-
mente of varlons plans for accomplishing this
end, and that they report to the Convention.
